Election And inauguration of pres- 
ident will take place at the first ses- 
sion of the Congress tomorrow in 
Stockton 30 at 8 p.m. 

The Republicans, who hold only 
14 seats In 'the Congress, probably 
will vote as a unit. Chairman Qris 
Bromberg said. The 'party indicated 
earlier this year that it will not pro- 
pose a- candidate. 

McKopl, winner of the Freshman 
oratorical contest and last year a 
member of the Right Party, is the 
nominee of the Liberal Democrats. 
He has been pledged Jhe 41 votes 
which the party holds. 

Bellows, chairman of the 'Left 
Party last year and secretary of 
the Student Union, has been nomi- 
nated by the. Farmer-Labor Party. 
TThe 22 votes of the Progressive 
Party have been pledged to Bel- 
lh.ws; and the 23 delegates of th6 
Farmer-Labor Party, although un- 
fnst dieted, are expected fo vote for 
Bellows. 

James Speer, _ president of" the 
.legislative body last' year and chair- 
man Of th6 committee which reor- 
ganized, it as the Student Congress, 
will open the meeting. Speer will 
preside during the seating of dele- 
gates and election of 1 he hew pres- 
ident. 

After the' result of. the, election, 
he will induct the president into 
Office and relinquish the chair. 

The executive council of, the Con-, 
gress is complete except for- three 
Republican members who will be’ 
named tonight.

• STUDENT COUNCIL Advocate 
will conduct an open hearing on 
Cue & Curtain election* tonight at 
8 o'clock In Oov.-202. 

• REPORTS of "packing" at 
last month's Cue & Curtain elec- 
tions prompted the Student 
Council to order an open hearing 
to determine the validity of the 
election. The investigation will he 
conducted by George Pughe, Advo- 
cate. 

The Council took action last week, 
after Pughe reported that the Cue 
& Curtain elections would hear in- 
vestigation. An enabling motion 
was passed, giving the Advocate 
power to supervise and investigate 
all elections conducted by student 
groups with open membership. 
Record Attendance 

A record attendance of 80 people 
was present at the Oct. 28 elections 
meeting of the dramatic group. 
Everyone present was blanketed 
into membership for the year. Dur- 
ing the course of the meeting, a 
Constitution was adopted, restrict- 
ing future membership beyond the 
present number to those who par- 
ticipate in Cue A. Curtain dramatic 
productions. - 

The officers of the dramatic 
group, elected «t the meeting in 
question are John Kepdrlk. presi- 
dent; Grant Sherk, vice-president; 
and Jane MeGrnw, secretary. ’ 
Advocate Mails- Notice* 

Mailed notices, sent out by the 
Advocate, have requested thej pres- 
ence at the hearing of everyone 
present at the election meeting. The 
notices stressed the fact that the 
investigation will he conducted in 
complete fairness to all concerned. 

Pughe further emphasized the 
fact that the hearing will be a fact- 
finding investigation, to discover 
only what means were used to elect 
the officers. ‘ and to determine 
whether these means were unfair. 
No one will be put on. trial, and no 
direct charges made. 

Will Present Report 

The Advocate will present his re- 
port at the next meeting of the 
Student Council, a week from to- 
night. at which time the Council 
will decide what action to take, on 
the basis of the report. 

Comment was aroused among 
member* of the Council, last week, 
by the fact that. If packing did take 
place for the election, it was effec- 
tive for the rest of the year, 
through , the membership provision 
of the Constitution adopted.

• THE FOLLOWING state- 
menst w ore issued to The 
Hatchet fry the newly . elected 
president and vice-president of 
Cue & Curtain, the defeated 
.candidate for president, and the Ad- 
vocate of the Student Council, in 
connection with . the ejections in- 
vestigation of the dramatic group: 

John Kendrick (president) — "I do 
not understand how such an accu- 
sation can he rpade. I hat the meet- 
ing was' -parked, since all meetings 
of Cue. St Cur.tain are open to nil 
students Interested in dramatics. 
The fact that there was a larger 
attendance at this meeting Than al 
p. regular business meeting was not 
unusual, since this is true of any 
organization which is holding an 
election. There is always more in- 
terest manifested in an election 
meeting than in a regular meeting. 
I cannot deny or affirm the charges 
of packing." 

Ward McCabe (defeated for pres- 
ident) — "I am in favor of any meet- 
ing which may bring about fairer 
.elections in campus activities. How- 
ever, in respect to Cue & Curtain, 
1 bfiieva that Jack of support, and 
lack of the provisions of any facili- 
ties at all, has done far more harm 
to dramatic - activity on the campus 
than unfair student elections ever 
would." 

George Pughe (advocate of the 
Student Council)— "With regard to 
the investigation, three things 
•should he made very clear: 

1. Student opinion as reflected 
privately and through the press de- 
manded some inquiry in the in- 
terests of Cue & Curtain. 

. 2. I have no interest in who were 
elected. My concern is with how 
thpy were elected. 

3. Recommendations to the Stu- 
dent Council will he made on the 
basis of facts established at the 
hearing. 

Furthermore, anyone who earns 
to give testimony may do so by 
contacting me."

"The Student Council investigation 
came as a surprise to me. At pres- 
ent, Cue & Curtain is inactive, but 
we intend to go forth with our 
plans to put on several small plavs 
this semester. I hope that this In- 
vestigation will not interfere with 
these plans, as an organization of 
this type is badly needed here."

• AFTER THE THIRD weekly 
meeting of the year with his Com- 
lYiittoe for Revising the Junior Col- 
lege Curriculum. Dr. Ira Bowers 
Hansen) indicated Inst week that 
the committee’s suggestions will be 
presented shortly to the Junior 
College faculty. 

Appointed by Dean William C. 
Johnstone last January, the com- 
mittee has since established what 
they consider the objectives of the 
Junior College, gathered Informa- 
tion concerning the content of 
courses here and in other colleges, 
and constructed the outlines of a 
tentative A. B. program. 

The committee consists of the 
following: 

Professors Douglas Bement. Ar- 
thur Edward Burns, Raymond John 
Seeger, George Winchester Stone, 
Samuel Nathaniel Wrenn, and Will- 
ard Hayes' Yeager; Dean Johnstone 
ancT Chair man Hansen. All four di- 
visions of the University ure repre- 
sented. 

. Asked what he thought would he 
tfie suggestions of the committee 
for improving the present setup, 
Dr. Hansen said that he thought 
a special course In reading, writ- 
ing and speaking would be intro- 
duced. the adviser system would be 
extended to help the student Inter- 
lock his college courses with his 
background, and the science re- 
quirement strengthened. 

Among the special studies made 
hy the Committee, that of Profes- 
sor Yeager is notable. Through 
Registrar Fred E. Nessell. statistics 
were obtained to compile an analy- 
sis of the subject matter contacts 
here and in high schools of former 
students of the University. 

/The question of what subjects 
the curriculum should require will 
be debated in an Open forum of the 
local chapter of the American As- 
sociation of University Professors 
sometime in the next fe^ months. 
The discussion is being arranged 
by Prof. James T. Taylor. 

According to the tentative report 
submitted by th* committee at the 
end of last semester, the new cur 
riculum will he planned to develop 
interest in all the basic fields ot 
knowledge, understanding of the 
relationships between these fields, 
ability to read Intelligently, and fo 
write and speak effectively, and ca- 
pacity to observe, Interpret, and 
evaluate facts and opinions. 

Correlation of the college with 
the high school program, a series 
of general survey courses, and a 
series of comprehensive examina- 
tions were determined as the main 
avenues of approach to the prob- 
lem* of over-special I zing concomi- 
tant with the present set-up in the 
Junior College.

• THE' ALLEGED '•budget” >vhich 
has -be^n promulgated by the Stu* 
dent Council’s "flnancV committee 
. i*-an- lntereatlng document in high 
finance. , 

It’ is all the more amazing be- 
cause the student body had been 
led to expect something else. Once 
upon- a time it was said that all 
1 he . money fpr sqt ivjtjes not given' 

. to the intercollegiate athletics or 
medical services would be "budg- 
eted” -by the Student Qouncll. 

Jt was predicted then that this 
"remainder” would be small, but 
nevertheless a $20,000 a fc 1 1 v i t y 
budget was talked up. That was 
the "20 Grand” spoken of in the 
last campus political struggle. 

Far from 20 grand, however, Is 
the "grant” of $7,560 to activities 
from the University fee. Without 
splitting hairs .that amounts to 30c 
a year for each person registered 
in school. 

$15.50 for Athletics, Medicos 

That leaves $15.50 a year from 
the fee which goes to intercollegi- 
ate athletics— plus medical services. 

It has been estimated— though 
nobody has ever seen any official 
figures --that the medical part 
obmeS to $2.00 a year for each stu- 
dent. That leaves $13.50 a year for 
/QotbfliJ. ... 

That seems high. In several ways, 
hut let the point go. There remains 
that something over $100,000 of 
students' hard-earned cash goes 
into the great athletic spectacle. 

Of course, all these estimates 
may go wrong. But lacking a 
frank statement on it from the 
committee and the Administration, 
interested students can only specu- 
late.- 

The budget drippings have gone 
into such activities as The Hatchet. 
Glee Club. Band, etc. The distribu- 
tion is interesting. 

For instance, The Hatchet, which 


depends for its advertising V&lue 
on, its oirciila-tion among University 
students, is "giveh" $4,000 from the 
fee. .... .1 -* .< . - 

The rest of Its expenses are made 
up from' an advertising 'revenue of 
$7,700, estimated, of course. Obvi* 
oils ly .the better The Hatchet gets, 
the less, it will" bo supported by the 
University, since the '.‘grant" only, 
makes up what, the paper fails to 
earn in advertising. 

The Hatchet is handicapped for 
news space; it has little .mogfy f6r 
picture- "cuts;” it has a poorly 
equipped . office with ‘ half enough 
typewriters and no flies; ' It has 
nothing to support the staff which 
every year turns out a prize-win- 
ning college Journal. 

Yet, if The Hatchet were entire- 
ly self-supporting from its adver- 
tising, it wouldn't get a penny 
from the budget. That is what, hap- 
pened to The Cherry Tree, which 
ought, to settle the argument. 

The other point is that tho 
"Midget" as given to the Council, 
was not changed by as much as one 
penny, despite the long "delibera- 
tions” of ihe committee, Yet a re- 
quest for $25 to help start a maga- 
zine was in effect denied, 

It's rather late to he getting 
around to It. now .that Kitty’s out 
of tho hag. but why not just dis- 
charge the "finance" committee and 
let the poor oid Council worry 
about the remaining pennies? 

Finance is. so interesting, the 
members should enjoy It.

We 
have appointed 'several committees 
and various reports have been is- 
sued which are longer than the "tq 
be remedied” statutes ' themselves. 
We see that law requires to be bet- 
ter done but We prefer to do this 
by merely roasting it.' 

Municipal law is .a rule of civil 
conduct. Its primary object is to 
look out for our rights and wrongs, 
but it seems- to have a greater re- 
gard for our wrongs than our 
rights. 

Persons are either natural or ar- 
tificial, but the., law doesn’t, neces- 
sarily' regard a toupee-wearer as 
artificial corporation, however, 
is an artificial person. 

Absolute rights are such as be- 
long to man in the state of nature 
though they are often exercised by 
dictators while in the state of ill 
nature.

Public Forum publicity will be 
supervised by Dave Bergson, while 
Roy Collins is now publicity direc- 
tor for Forensic activities. Sonya 
Braunstein and Barbara Bornett 
have been jointly placed in charge 
of Class Clubs and Men’s Independ- 
ents. 

Brewer Supervises Clubs 

Religious, departmental, and 
hobby clubs will be supervised by 
Beulah Brewer. Speed Stanton wlil 
have charge of publicity for coordi- 
nating groups or councils. This di- 
vision includes Engineers Council. 
Interfraternity Council, Panhel- 
lenic Association, Mortar Board, 
and O .D. K, 

With the completion of his or- 
ganization, Shulman will request 
•11 organizations on the campus to 
submit to him their plans for pub- 
licity during the next two months. 
This includes all notices, posters, 
and floaters. 

Council May Enforce Demands 

Although the publicity depart- 
ment of the Council “does not in- 
tend, to be belligerent," according 
to a state*} •nt by Shulman, It mav 
find it Jttfesiary to enforce this de- 
mand for the submission of pub- 
licity plans. 

Since coordination of publicity 
will be of benefit to ail groups in 
preventing any possible clash of 
publicity facilities. Shulman ex- 
pects to provide penalties for or- 
ganizations not cooperating with 
his request for plans. 

Negotiations are now under way 
to provide for the withdrawal of 
all publicity facilities of the Uni- 
versity as a penalty. Use of the 
bulletin boards, the public address 
system. Student Club, and distribu- 
tion of floaters are all included.
